this afternoon on the blast that 
put Britain in the thermonuclear 
power ranks with Russia and the 
United States. 
Touches Off Protests 
The bomb, d r o p p e d from a 
plane somewhere in the Pacific 
Ocean near C h r i s t m a s Island 
yesterday, touched off protests 
and demonstrations in J a p a n . 
Fears were expressed in Tokyo 
for the safety of Japanese fisher­ 
men reported to be in the central 
Pacific. 
British planes, ships and mete­ 
orological stations in the vicinity 
of Christmas Island watched for 
any change in the “ ideal weath­ 
er’’ that would upset plans that 
the radioactive fallout never reach 
inhabited land.
